Dr. tUh 
land Harper, la a pnblleatlon ot tie 
weorgia rarest aasoelatlon, deolarea 

that swamps are not SO black Bar ga 

noxious as they are painted, the Wash* 
ingion I'ost says. He c-ven |irn<llcta 
a time when swani])s will he reserved 
as parks for the preservation of thetr 
scenic beauties, which are not yet ap- 
preciated by nature lovers. An addi- 
tional reason for pVeservatlon of the 
swainps he finds in the great need oC 
foreatation for the proteetloB-«t tBe 
sources of streams, an argument la 
which there Is considerable miertt, al> 
though most of the great swampa 
found not at the sources of stre 
but near the mouths of rivers. 

l-'roni llinc Immi-morlal swamps have 
been IdentlHed with malaila and other 
fevers and diseases. Dr. h.-h ih-i th.inlca 
they have>been much maligned in this 
respect, declaring that there can be 
no objection to swamps on hygleato 
groimds since the discovery that 
malaria la spread only by the ageney 
of mosquitoes. But right here the doc* 
tor overlooks the most potent a^gl^ 
ment for the dialniim of the swnmpu, 
for it Is onl> l)\ drainage that the 
great breeding hauuis of the mosqui- 
toes and other disease-bearing inseotii 
can be rendered innocuous. The exist- 
ence of a large swamp near any eenldr 
of population Is a grave menaoa tip 
health and Inevitably reduces the eaof 
nomie. Industrial and social eflleieaor 
of the people In the riclnlty.' As tha' 
south la to-day the greatest sufferer ' 
from the blighting effects of malaria 
and the diseasos t!o>t foHov,- In 1L3 
train. It Is sonn-what ri-markable that 
a defense of these pest spots should 
come from the of an Intelligent, 
observing southerner. 

It Is a matter of history that can b* 
verified by reference to any staadaitf 
textbook that malarial disea s es hava 
disappeared, from Borope aad tha 
northern part of the United States In 
almost exact proportion to the drahi- 
Ing of the swamps. It Is a necessary 
step In civilization's battle with dla- 
ease. The widespread aversion to and 
dread of swamps that refuses to recog- 
nlzo their aesthetic values, which Dr. 
Har()er deplores, is a deep-seated, 
popular Instinct founded upon oeB« 
utries of bitter warfare with swamp* 
bred disease.
